An almost immediate tire short- 
age was said to be confronting On 
tario as the United Rubber Work- 
ers of Canada (CIO) called out 
workers on strike in Ontario plants 
for higher wages. 

The Union estimated that 9,000 
workers were affected in 11 plants.

three Dominion Rubber Company 
factories and fhe Kaufman and 
Goodrich plants at Kitchener.

Plan Parking Lots 
On River Thames 
Inventor of Wartime Floating 


Airport Presents Plans to 
London County Council 


dn the near futufe, motorists 
wishing to park their autos in cen- 
tral Londca will drive them down 
the Thames embankment onto the 
tiver—if one London inventor has 
his way, 

Such a plan to turn parts of the 
River Thames into parking lots 
to help solve London's daily wor 
sening traffic problem is‘now down 
for didcusaile by the London 
County Council. 

The sponsor of the scheme is 
Mr. R. M. Hamilton, a noted ama- 
teur yachtsran and designer of 
the Royal Navy's unorthodox but 
successful “Lily” floating airport. 

Solves Problem In Sleep 

It took Mr, Hamilton three 
years to persuade doubting ex: 
perts he could produce a_practi- 
cable seadrome. He hopes it will 
not take more than as many weeks 
to convince London's planning au- 
thorities that the methods used in 
building the “Lily” airport can give 
London millions ‘of square feet on 
which to park autos without inter- 
fering with rebuilding schemes, 

It was * 1940 that the inventor 
woke up one morning and real- 
ized he had solved a difficult prob- 
lem in his sleep. He had found a 
method of building flexible float- 
ing structures that would bear 
Great weights and could be made 
in any shape or size desired.

Later, the Admiralty took up 
his ideas, ind in 1945—after severe 
tests, including th: "s worst 
storm — the full! del air~ 
port proved succ< He also 


proved that by using the “Lily” 
system it would be possible even 
to build a floating bridge across 
the English Channel if it were 


“Lily” takes its name from 


its resembidiee to # carpet of lily 
leaves on a pond. It is basically 
just a collection of six-feet wide 
hexagonal bouyancy cans hinged 
together. An intricate mathe- 
matical system of stresses enables 
the whole thing to be flexible. 


Britons Get €lear 
Outline of Slim 
Diet This Winter 


Britons received last week a clear 
outline of what their meagre diet 
is likely to be throughout the 
winter, and it stacked up like this: 

Meat-—-Worse than hardest war 
days. 

Bacon—Likely 
-war level, 

Milk—Must take-emn-speombennntes 
bread production. 

Eggs—Recent increases, at least 
in public supplies, will be lost. 

“Taken as a whole the position 
will not be as good as it was in 
the hardest of the war and so far 
as egg production is concerned the 
least we can expect is that the en- 
tire increase in output over the last 
year will be lost,” said Agriculture 
Minister Williams. 

“The home output of pig meat 
is also likely to fall at least to the 
lowest point of the war years.” 

He expresse® hope there will be 
nothing in the nature of a “really 
heavy fall” in milk production in 
the coming year but said milk pro- 
duction will have to take a back seat 
to bread grain.

The World's Laseust 
Weed-Killing Spray 


Weed killing corn sprayers 
which cope daily with more than 
onehuncred .cres of crogs are now 
in use on Jnited Kingdom farms. 
The new machine, the largest of 
its type ever built, has a five hun- 
dred gallon tank fitred with two 


openings. These allow the opera- 
tor to pour in chemicals while the 
tank is beiny, filled with water.’ 
The spray liquid is pumped to 


spray bars at a pressure of three 
hundred pounds per square inch 
and fifty allons per minute can 
be used. The most spectacular fea 
ture is the sixty foot wide spray 
boom with eighty-six nozzles. Ir 
is this which gives the machine its 
tremendous output. The acreage 
sprayed per day varies with the 
fize of the fields, the distance of 
fields and farims apart, etc. The 
record so far for one day's spray- 
ing is one hundred and _ thirty-six 
acres.

2 tablespoons chopped parsicy 

4 tablespoons mayonnaise 

¥% teaspoon curry powder 

% teaspoon chili powder

chili powders, blend well. - Add to 
beans and mix together , hghtly. 
Hard cooked eggs and radishes 


may also be served with this salad.

Cranberry Picker 


A machine has been invent d 
which picks cranberries on the 
-principle of a vacuum cleaner twice 
as rapidly as by hana. In tests 
made last fall in Washington ix 
harvested 250 pourds per hour 
against 100 pounds picked by the 
average hend. A special hose 
sucks the b-.rries off the vines and 
conveys them into a rubber-lined 
container.

The United States* Congress has 
tossed overboard all price and rent 
controls, The way is open for un- 
bridled inflation, and there are 
many dire predictions of what will 
happen with the rein taken off 
completely.

Widespread Raids in Palestine 


The British Army seized leaders 
of the powerful Jewish Agency for 
Palestine during a gigantic _pre- 
dawn raid throughout the Holy 
Land in what High Commissioner 
Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham said 
was a drive to smash terrorism. 

The Jewish Agency is the offi- 
cially recognized body under the 
Mandate which has charge -of ar- 
rangements for lewish immigration 
to Palestine. 

Jerusalem was cut off from the 
world. Troops occupied the an- 
cient capital, and outside the city 
signs were posted saying, “no en- 
trance, no exit”, 

Sir Alan announced that Brit- 
ain’s patience had run out because 
of the Jewish communities’ “cam- 
paign of vilification, incitements 
and threats of defiance to British 
warnings”, 

He said lawlessness from any 
source henceforth would be sup- 
pressed with the utmost vigor 
while talks about Palestine’s future 
are in progress.

Finance Minister IIsley last 
week headlined his first peacetime 
budget with what was called “sub- 
stantial” reductions in personal, 
corporation and excess profits 
taxes—all effective Jan: 1, 1947, 


Less Bread—More Meat 

The British government has an- 
nounced that bread rationing in 
Britain will begin July 21. 

John Strachey, food minister, 
told the House of Commons that 
flour also will be rationed from 
that date. 

Strachey said that both bread 
and flour would go on the ration 


list, but that simultaneously there ~ 


would be a ‘slight increase in the 
meat ration. 

It was the first time bread has 
been TWtioned in Britain’s history 
and Conservativs leader Winston 
Churchill foreshadowed possible 
Opposition criticism of the move 
by terming it one of the “gravest” 
peacetime announcements in the 
House of Commons. 


One Bikini Casualty 


Vice-Admiral W.-H. P. Blandy, 
Commander of the Bikini Atom 
Bom) Fleet, said not a single per- 
son was killed or injured in the 
atom bomb test but he disclosed 
that one pilotless drone plane 
plunged into the sea. 

In a broadcast frou his flagship, 
the U.S.S. Mt. McKinley, Admiral 
Blandy said all other drones were 
successfully flown through the 
clouds caused by the atomic bomb 
and returned to their bases for in- 
spection. The missing drone crashed 
before the bomb was dropped, he 


added.

New figures on the cost of the 
war to Great Britain have been 
given out in London. 

Hitherto, presumably - because 
riage 8 Lease and Mutual Aid were 

lavishly advertised in public 
Gucassionk it has been assumed 
that these formed the major part 
of Britain’s war finance. But, ac- 
tually, it now turns out that, apart 
from the United Kingdom's tre-- 
mendous financia': resources, it | 
was the financial power of the 
British Commonwealth, joined to 
that of the so-called “sterling 
area,” which provided the British 
Government with the larger share 
of the money, supplies, and mutual 
aid it required for the most costly 
war ever fought, says The Strat- 
ford Beacon-Herald. 

Here are the figures: The total 
cost of the war to the United 
Kingdom was, in dollar equiva- 
lent, $88,800,000,000. 

The net United States Lend- 
Lease, loans and purchases of 
British securities, less the Reverse 

Lend-Lease and Mutual Aid trans- 
actions, totalled $12,300,0000,000. 

But the loans, supplies, pur- 
chases of British securities and 
other assistance given by. the Do- 
minions, India and the colonies 
came to $5, 103,000,000, and the 
balances of the “sterling area” 
countries left in London brought 
the total up to $17,356,000,000.

Dollar Parity Adopted 


The Canadian dollar has been 
restored to par with the American 
dollar. This step is the keystone of 
a new four-point anti-inflationary 
program announced to the House 
of Commons last week by Rt. Hon. 
J. L. Isley, minister of finance. 

Officials described the eventual 
result. of the move as “a ten per 
cent siiSlmin costs and prices 
throughout the “OSsadian econo- 
my.” Our close economic ties with 
the United States make it inevit- 
able that price changes in that 


country work their way into every 
aspect of Canadian costs. With 
American prices continuing to rise, 
prices in this country may still go 
up, but the government believes 
that six months from now, the 
general pattern of costs and prices 
will be ten per cent below the level 
which would have prevailed had 
action not been taken.

A New Nation: 
The Philippines 


First Precklsat . of 
Takes Office On July 4 


The youngest independent nation 
in the world is the Phillipine Re- 
public, whose birth in Manila on 
July 4 coincided with the 170th 
birthday anniversary of the United 
States. More than three centuries 


- of Spanish rule had done little to 


advance the Philippines toward 
self-government; only ~ forty-eight 
years after Admiral George Dewey 
sank the Spanish fleet in Manila 
Bay, the Philippines were free, says 
the New York Times. 

The Stars and Stripes fluttered 
down, from its mast in front of the 
great cream and gold reviewing 
stand on Dewey Boulevard in the 
capital city of Manila, as Manuel 
A. Roxas took office as first Presi- 
dent of the republic. 

President Roxas takes office with 
an empty national treasury and an 
enormous budgetary deficit. But 
the most critical problem that he 
and the 18,000,000 inhabitants of 
the 7,000 islands of the Philippines 
are facing is an imminent shortage 
of staple foodstuffs that might even 
reach famine proportions. 

With most sugar mills destroyed 
during the war, sugar production 
for 1945-46 was less than one-tenth 
of domestic requirements, and for 
the coming year will still be only 
50 per cent of needs. Rice produc 
tion has been crippled because 
work animals were eaten by the 
Japanese; locusts have plagued the 
country. 

The Philippine Army has’ just 
been presented with $50,000,000 
worth of equipment by the United 
States. Other American aid to the 
Philippines has come in the form 
of Congressional authorization of 
$620,000,000 in grants for recon 
struction necessitated by the war. 


“Electric Eye” 
Separates Seeds 


Th: “electric eye’, w idely, 
known for its kindly service in 
ope and closing doors for 
railroad pasCiigers heavily Jaden 
with baggage, has, among its 
many other uses, one that has been 
unheralded.

The eye 
then “looks at” each seed from 
two sides and jf either side is 
other than white the seed is ejected 
by a small plunger, which moves 
so rapidly it is back in-place by 
the time the next seed is before 
the “eye”. 


Sarawak Now 
.A Crown Colony 


Sarawak, rich and romantic 
Borneo kingdom of the whire 
rajaks, has become a_ British 


crown colony. 

King George issued a statement 
siying: “I extend a warm wel- 
come” to the people of Sarawak 
and pledge Britai:i to “promote 


your welfare and to bring Sarawak’ 


to a higher stage of social and 
economic development than has 
hitherto been possible.” 

Christopher William Dawson, 
the Mayalan civil 
service, was appointed chief secre- 
tary of Sarawak pending appoint- 
ment of a governor. 

Sarawak, North Borneo state 
with 500,000 inhabitants and 300, 
000 acres of rubber plantations, 
was ceded to Britain by its last 
white Rajah, /7l-year-old Sir 
Charles Vyner Brooke, under .n 
agreement whereby he and his 
three daughters and some local 
officials receive the proceeds of a 
$4,000,000 trust fund established 
from Sarawak funds. 

The rich kingdom has been in 
the Brooke family since 1840, 
when the Sultan of Brunei gave it 
to Sir James Brooke for quetling 
an attack by head-hunters,

JOINT MEETING 


The Hastings County Crop Im- 
provement Association and the 
Tweed Boys’ Potato Club held a 
joint meeting on the farm of Mr. 
Tom Keilty, Tweed, on Friday, July 
19th. Due to unfavorable weather 
conditions, meeting that was to be a 
Field Demonstration on Mr. Keilty’s 
thirty-five acres of potatoes, turned 
into a house meeting with about 30 


.| district potato enthusiasts in attend- 
.Jance. Mr. H. L. Fair, Agricultural 


Representative for Hastings County, 
acted as chairman. Mr. R. E. Goodin. 
Potato Supervisor for Crops, Seeds 
and Weeds Branch, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, was the guest 
speaker. 

Mr. Goodin gave a very interesting 
and educational address on Potato 
Culture, Identification of Disease and 
Insects and several methods of con- 
trol. He stated that the potato pic- 
ture is tending towards specializa-} 
tion; that the average cost of pro- 
ducing an acre of potatoes in 1945 
was $127.00, that in order to get best 
returns for the outlay it is necessary 


to have suitable land and potato 


machinery, time to properly care for 


‘the crop as well as a ready market 


for a high quelity product. 

Mr. Goodin mentioned the fact that 
potatoes, being a cool weather crop. 
required deep planting to insure cool 
and moist conditions, that a soil of 
high organic matter or humus and 
well fertilized would produce the 
better crop. 

Mr. Goodin, when referring to in- 
sects, stated that potato beetles are 


‘not now considered to be the most 


harmful insect to our potato crop, 
that Flea Beetle, Leaf Hoppers and 
Aphids attacking the foilage at dif- 
ferent times were most harmful and 
that all insects could be controlled by 
‘or dusting with DDT at the 
proper time. 

In his summary of diseases, Mr. 
Goodin said that now is the time to 
spray for protection against blight. 
He specifically mentioned Bacterial 
Ring Rot as being one of our most 
harmful diseases’ of the potato crop 
and that it could be controlled by 
the exclusive use of disease free seed 
crop rotation, seed treatment with 
one of the recommended dips, form- 
alin treatment of all cutting utensils, 
potato bags and machinery. 

In conclusion Mr. Goodin stated 
that the secret of success in potato 
growing was high yield of high qual- 
ity product combined with a uniform

Here are 
some _of the most frequently asked 
questions and their answers. 


“All the recognized authorities 
on home canning used to insist 
that sealers be sterilized before 
using. Now a lot of people say this 
isn’t necessary. Can you tell me 
why?” ' 


It is not necessary to. sterilize 
sealers before using because the 
processing of food in the sealers 
Sterilizes b th food and > sealers. 
However, it is essen ial that seal- 
ers be thoroughly washed in kot 


soapy water and well rinsed in|” 
clear hot water. . Sealers, with glass ° 


lids in place, should be placed on 
a tray in the oven and heated to 
225° F., or they should be half- 
filled with hot water, placed on the 
rack in the boiling water bath, sur- 
rounded with hot water and brought 
to boiling point. Sealers should be 


left in water or oven until ready _ 


to fill.

Now that sugar is rationed there 
is less likelihood of this happening 
than when heavy syrup was used. 
Some fruits will float to the top 
of the sealer if too heavy a syrup 
is used. Syrup in the proportion 
of one cup sugar to one and one’ 
half cups water is recommended 
for: strawberries and peaches. Of- 
ten an even thinner syrup may be 
used. Over-processing may cause 
fruit to float even in thinner syrup. 


“Mother always did up her fruit_ 
by the _ kettle method, we liked 
it and it Kept well except for the 
occasional jar that went © moldy. 
Now you do ‘ot suggest this 
method, what is the reason?” 


The open kettle method is not 
recommended because there is a 
great risk of spoilage unless very 
heavy, syrup is used. The method 
of packing sealers and sterilizing 
both sealers and ‘ od together is 
easier and much safer. The product 
will be more attractive. as the food 
is less likely to break up.

German secret agents who took 
part in one of the greatest decep- 
tions of the war and caused the 
deaths of many British and Dutch 
spies sent from Britain, are await- 
ing trial at The Hague. They part- 
ly wrecked the Netherlands under- 
ground resistauce movement. 

The tragic story begins in the 
autumn of 1941. Agents, with a 
radio operator were dropped by 
the Royal Air For.e in Holland. 

Weekly they radioed messages to 
London, They in turn received in- 
structions from Radio Orange, the 
Dutch Government transmitter in 
London. 


Spies Break Down 

All went well until the spring of 
1942, when two men were arrested 
by the Germans. Under threats 
and Gestapo cruelties. they broke 
down and told the Germans how 
other Dutch agents were sent 
across th€ North Sea to Holland, 

The German Intelligence, using 
the code and the names of thé tera, 
men, got in touch with London. 
All through the rest of 1942 they 
worked the radio station. “Send us 
10,000 English cigarettes, some 
chocolate and another radio,” was 
one request. And the R.A.F. drop- 
ped the supplies at the appointed 
place. 

The Germans learned about the 
explosives and the arms carried by 
Allied spies, demolition experts and 
saboteurs. They made many re- 
quests for more and more people to 
be dropped into Holland, 


Thanks for Everything 

»In all 40 Netherlanders 
were sent from England fell into 
German hands. Some refused ‘to 
talk, others took the little rubber- 
coated lethal pills, which brought 
death within a few seconds. .A 
few, under torture by the Gestapo 
talked about things happening in 
England. 

At last one of the agents, drop- 
ped into Holland, escaped. He got 
back to Britain and told the full 
story. 

The Germans, realizing the game 
was up, sent a final message to 
London. It said: “Thanks for all 
the things yon have sent us.”

Fly Imported 
From B. C. To 
Battle Budworm 


The Agriculture Department an- 
nounced it is intensifying its annu- 
al attack on the spruce budworm, 
which infests a1 estimated 260,000 
square miles of Canadian forest 
and destroys 10,000,000 cords of 
timber each year. 

The weapon used against the 
budworm is a fly known scientific- 
ally as . phytodietus fumiferance, 
which destroyed the budworm lar- 


' va, and now is being distributed by 


the tens of thousands. from the 


department's parasite laboratory at 
Belleville, Ont. 


Officials said the budworm is 


eethreatening valuable white spruce 
n ‘rc. running from eastern 


Manitoba to © northwestern 
Brunswick and slicing into New 
York and Vermont, and already 
has destroyed all the balsam and 
50 to 60 per cent of the white 
spruce in an area of 25,000 square 
miles, 

The budworm defoliates the trees 
by consuming spruce needles, thus 
limiting their growth and killing 
them by successive annual attacks. 
In whole areas, rich stands of tim- 
ber have been reduced to bare poles 
of rotting vood. 

The fly used against the worm 
has been imported from British 
Columbia, where it has kept the

ed in the Befeville laboratories.
